
LAKESIDE RACING. 



It was a dark, gloomy afternoon yesterday at 
Lakeside, and the track was ankle deep in mnd. 
An ordinary card of six races was offered and 
only the regulars were in attendance. None of 
the finishes were close, and taken all in all it 
was about the tamest day’s sport ever witnessed 
at the track. 

James Dunne may have more than an ordi- 
nary colt in J. J. T., the winner of the mile and 
seventy yards race, off by himself. The colt is 
named after the ex-jockey Jimmie Tompkins, 
who trained and raced Falero and was 
bred by him. He is by Justice Lyons — 
Tillie S., and last fall was sold for a song. The 
colt started the opening day of the meeting and 
broke out of the maiden class in an impressive 
way, yet hardly showed quality enough to beat 
ordinary selling platers. He was naturally a 
long shot in his race yesterday; but, judging 
from the way he won, it will be some time before 
10 to 1 is again laid against him. Vitatoe had 
the mount, and, getting off in front, he was 
never headed, winning pulled up by about a 
dozen lengths. Phidias, the odds-on favorite 
for the race, was sent away poorly and finiehed 
third. The judges did not like the race he ran, 
and from now on all entries from Kahn & Co.’s 
stable, from which he came, will be refused. 

The nearest to a close finish came ont of the 
closing event which was a six furlong dash. 
Scatcohen won by a ecant half length from 
Assessor. At the bead of the stretch the field 
was well bunched and any of the leadefs had 
apparently a winning chance. Scatcoben 
though proved the gamest of the bunch and got 
the verdict. Daily Racing Form, the betting 
choice of the race, got off poorly and was much 
used getting up and surrendered when tb epinch 
came in the stretch. 

Jockey T. Knight, on Nina B. L., beat the flag 
in the first race and won all the way. Louis 
Ezell's Huron — Dollikens filly, Huronia, was 
heavily played, but after running fast for about 
a furlong she retired and finished a distant 
fifth. This, however, may be a good filly. It is 
rumored she recently worked a half very fast. 

Old Kamsin struck a track to his liking and 
being far the best of the lot, in the second race, 
won the event after a mild drive with Chara- 
mante. He got away fifth but went to the front 
after passing the half-mile ground and was 
never again headed. Two horses, Cuirassier and 
Dalgfetti, went to the post lame in this race. 
There was some talk about Little Singer’s per- 
formance. but she is an ordinary selling plater, 
and. considering the condition of the track, ran 
her race. 

The third race was a gift to Mulvihill. He 
was far the best and won off by himself under 
a stout pull. 

Abe Furst bad just as easy a thing as Mulvi- 
hill did in his race. He was off flying and won 
running away. 

A car-load of horses got in from Newport 
Sunday. In the lot was J. R. Hand with King 
Bermuda and Ella Penzance, both recent win- 
ners; Charles McCafferty with Sim W., C. 
Whitman with Tranby and one other, and J. 
Newman with Bertha Laurence and Fintan. 

R. Narvaez, who can ride at 94 pounds, is a 
recent addition to the jockey talent. J. Hoth- 
ersall and Jimmy Lainley are also recent ar- 
rivals. 

T. W. Coulter, fresh from Kentucky, was a 
visitor. He leaves today for New York.

The Club Members’ Handicap, the chief han- 
dicap event of the St. Louis meeting, will be 
decided Saturday, June 3. Most of the best 
western horses are engaged. Secretary Mur- 
phy’s assignment of weights is as follows : 



A force of fifty men are at work at the Bel-Air 
racecourse, Montreal, tearing down old build- 
ings and erecting modern structures in 'their 
places.

Everything is being modernized and made 
worthy the support of the turfmen of Montreal 
and the province of Quebec. Applications for 
accommodations for over 400 horses have already 
been received and additional stabling has 
already been contracted for. The Grand Trunk 
has agreed to run four special express trains 
direct to the grandstand, making the trip in 
eighteen minutes from the city. — Canadian 
Sportsman. 

Wednesday’s San Francisco Chronicle says: 

“Secretary Green stated yesterday that the 
new track in San Mateo county would be built, 
ordinance or no ordinance. It was stated in the 
Chronicle yesterday that the new track was 
contingent a good deal on the future action of 
the Board of Supervisors, but it now looks as if 
the San Mateo track would be the future home 
of the Pacific Coast Jockey Club. One of 
the reasons given is that the Ingleside 
land will soon become too valuable for 
a racetrack, but is hinted around that 
it would be cheaper to build a new track 
outright than to secure immunity through the 
practical politicians. Ground for the new 
track. is to be broken on the first day of July 
A. Allen, who constructed both the Ingleside 
and Oakland tracks, has been telegiaphed to 
come to San Francisco as soon as possible 
Plans for the grandstand and other necessary 
buildings will be ready in a very short time. It 
is estimated that the new track will not cost 
more than $100,000, as theie is little grading to 
be done. There will be a special train service 
which will take people from Third and Town- 
send streets to the track in twenty -five min- 
utes.”
